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the Chamber being voided, he brake 
with him in theſe Terms. 

T. My Son, thou art too young to Dye, 
and I am too old to Live; and there- 
fore as Nature mult of neceſſity pay her 
Debt to Death, ſo mult ſhe alſo pay her 

Devotion to thee ; whom I alive, had 
to be the Comfort of mine Age, and 
whom alone I muſt leave behind me, to 
bethe only Monument of my Name, and 
Honour, Tf thon couldſt as well con- 
ceive the Care of a Father, as I can le- 
vel 'at the-Nature of a Child ; or were 
I as able to utter my Afﬀe#io» towards 
thee, as thou oughteſt to ſhew thy De- 
z7y to me, then wouldſt thou delire my 
Life, to enjoy my Counfels ; and T ſhould 
correct thy -Life, to amend thy Cona:- 
tions : yer 1o tempered, as that neither 
. Rizour might detract any thing from 
Afﬀettion in me, or Fear any whit from 
thee in Duty. But ſeeing my elf ſo 
tccble, that T cannot live to be thy 
Guide, I am reſolved to gwe thee !uch

IT. Behave thy ſelf as becomes one of 
thy Birth ; for it thou vaunteſt of thy 
Linage, and titular Dignity, and wantelt 
the YVertues of thy Arceitors, thou aft 
bur as a baſe Serving-ran, who carries 
on his {ſleeve the Badze of ſome /Voble 
Family, yet 1s, himſeit but an 220ble 
Perſon. In which reſpect Ariftotie, dif- 
courſing of Nobility, makes four parts 
thereof ; the firſt of Rzches, the ſecond 
of "Blood, the third of Learning, the 
fourth of Yertue. And to the zwo laſt he 
alcribeth the firſt place of true Genrility : 
becauſe 'Boors may be rich, and Rake- 
hels may be of ancient Blood:; but Ver- 
tue and Kyowledge cannot harbour, bur 


, Where God and Natare have left their 


noble Endowments, Tt was the Saying of 
old Engliſh Chancer, that To do the gent;/- 
| B 2 aeb, 
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Deeds, that makes the Gentleman, Have 
what thou wilt , without theſe thou art 
out a three-half-penny Fellow : Gentility 
without Yertue is Blood indeed, but 
Bl/cod without. Fat , *Blood without S;- 
rews ; Blood 1s but the Body of Gentility, 
Excellency of Vertue 1s the Soxl: and as 
Vertue is the high Way to Homoar, 10 
without it, Hozonr falls down 1n the duſt : 
and therefor when Hermod:us a Noble- 
man born, but of a deboift Life, upbraid- 
ed the waliant Captain Iphicrates, for 
that he was a Shoomaker's Son; he know- . 
ing that it was more commendable, to 
be made honourable for Vertue , than 
born »oble by Blood, replyed; In me 
my Gentility begins, in thee thine ends. 
Be the Birth never ſo baſe, yet Honeſty 
and, Vertue are free from Dyſgrace ; be 
the Birth never ſo great, yet Diſboneſty 
and Vice 1s ſubjett to Diſbonour : there- 
fore ſince thou art well deſcended by 
thy Birth ; prove pot baſe, either by bad 
Vices of thine own, or lewd Devices of 
other Men : take thy great Birth to be 
an Obligation of great Vertue ; ſuit thy 
Behaviour unto it 3 ennoble thy Parex- 


tage with Pzety ; and ſince true Fonoar 
muſt 
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muſt come of thy ſelf, and not of others 


"Worth; work out thine own Glory by 


performing good Deeds ; and ſtand not 
upon what thou doſt borrow of thy 
Predeceſſors ; if thou reach not the Googd- 
eff of thoſe which gave thee oatward 
Glory, and doſt not ſo much honour thy 
Houſe, with the Glory of thy YVertues, 


' as thy Houſe hath honoured thee with 


the Title of thy Degree ; but doſt, as a 
noiſom Weed, grow the ranker, becauſe thou 
ſpringeſt out from a rich Soil ; know thou 
art but a wooden Dagger, put into a gawdy 
Sheath, to help fill up the place, when 
that of good Metal is loſt, and can no 
more be found. If thou doſt not learn 


 Patrizare, and let my YVertue mix with 


thy Blood; know, thou art but as a 
parnted Fire, which may become the Wall, 
but gives no Light to the Beholder : and 
that the greater my Honour and ry 6 | 
tion was, the greater will thy Blemiſh 
be, if thou .come ſhort of my Merits :

(hall thy Son, except thou turn over 4 new 


deaf, and take a better courſe, ever be Kyung. 
And again, remember what King Edward 
the F:rit ſaid to John Earl of Athol, who 
was zobly deſcended, having commit- 
ted a Murther upon John Cominens, The 
bigher thy Calling is, the greater muſt be 
thy Fall ; and as thou art of higher Paren- 
tage, ſo ſhalt thou be the higher hanged : 
and fo he was on a Gallows 50. Foot 
high. And as I would have thee remem- 
ber the foregoing Examples, 10 likewiſe 
this eniuing one, of Boleſlaus the fourth 
King of Poland, who: bore the Pittare 
of his Father hanged about his Neck 1n 
a Plate of Gold, and when he was to do 
any thing, ke took this Pi&ure, and 
kiiting ir, ſaid, Dear Father, I wiſh I may 
not do any thing that is baſe, or unworthy 
of thy Name.

JH, Be acquainted with good Carrz-

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age, let thy Behaviour be civil, and in- 
offenſive, unto thoſe in whoſe Company 
thou art ; to that end, do nothing which 
may be «pleaſant, and offenſive to their 
Jenſes. L | 
6 firſt of the Senſe of Hearing : Of- 
fend not the Ears of the Company with 
talking loud like a Clown ; tor it ſavours © 
not of a Gentleman ſo to do ; beſides, 
it may draw upon thee, the Aſperſion of 
being a Fool, according to that Greci- 
an's Saying, 'sSas MEYZACP Ws To@os, the 
loude5t Talkers are none of the wiſe#t Mer : 
forbear alſo Singing, eſpecially if thy 
Voice be harſh, and antunable ; for who 
will be taken with the Braying of an 
Aſs, or the Notes of a Cuckow ? If in 
Company thou chance to gape, put thy 
hand before thy Mouth, and continue 
not thy Diſconſe while thou art gaping ; 
for that is both ridiculous, and to many }. 
as offenſive, as the gaping of a ſtinkin 
Oyſter : neither when thou gapelt, yaw!, 
and roar, as Tome do, for that ill be- 
ſeems a Man:. briefly, as much as in thee 
lies, refrain from gaping often in Com- 
pany, that thoſe thou doſt converſe 
with, may not fanfie, that the Oven is

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| gotten into the Parlour ;, of that one of the 
| wide mouthed Anticks over the" Church 
| Porch & thmee among it them. Neither 
ſheeze or cough ro0,Jond, and violently, 
if thou canſt help it ; but & if poſſible) 
repreſs it ; let thou beſprinkle with the- 
Dew of thy Lungs, his Face that ſtands 
by thee.”

VI. The next Sex/e is that of Taſting, 
which thou muſt take heed of offending ; 
_ - never give him, to whom thou drinkeſt,

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| anempty Cap or Glaſs; for that will ar- 
| gue to many, an empty Pericranium : nei- 
{ thergivetoany one a Pear, an Apple, a 
| Peach, or an Apricoce, which thou haſt 
|| bitten: let Kzngs only have their TaFers. 
' Smack not with thy ps in chewing thy 
Meat, for ſo feeds the Swize at his 
Trough; neither let thy Fingers be knuc- 
kle deep in the Sauce, for that is loath- 
| ſom, and favours of Slovepry, or that 
| thou haſt been better fed than rawghr. 
Rab not thy Bread between thine Hands 
into Crams and Mammocks, as if thou 
wert rather to feed Chickens, than thy 
ſelf; but eſpecially abſtain from doing 
ſo, when thou arr to put thy Bread into 
a Meſs. of Broth, or Cream, brought to 
the Tabig, leſt the ſweating of thy hands 
may ſeem to make it Bread and Batter

VII. Let thy Maz, that waits on thee 
at the Table, obſerve theſe Inſtructions ; 
when he gives thee Wine, Beer, or Ale, 
let him not c/amz the Glaſs or Cup, in his 
ft, but with an even and ſteady hand, 
preſent it to thee on a fair P/ate or 
Trencher ; and be ſure that he fills them 
not over-full, for thar is called Pſs-pot- 
Meaſare : 
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Meaſure: tell him, that he muſt not 
cough, ſpit, or ſneeze, when he preſents 
thee that Liquor which thou calleſt for, 
and that he muſt not be /ippery fingered, 
for ſo he may ſauce thy Cloaths : the 
firſt thing to be learned in Falcopry, is, 
zo hold fait. When he takes a To#, or a 
roſted Apple from the fire, he muſt not 
blow upon it to blow off the Aſhes, for 
Mea are wont to ſay, That there # never 
Wind without ſome Water : let him ra- 
ther ſfrike off, and bruſh off the Aſbes. 
Let him he zeat 1n his Cloaths, let his 
Hands and Face be clean, for the Slovenry 
of the Servazt, redounds to the Shame 
and Diſerace of the Maſter ; and Men 
will-be apt to ſay, Like Maſter, like Man. 
Briefly, if thou wouldſt have him to be 
a good Serving-Man indeed, urge him 
to obſerve thele four things, 


1. Speak when I ſpeak to thee, 
2. Come when I call thee, 

3. Do what I bid thee. 

4. Shut the Door after thee.

X. Pull not out of thy Pocket now 
thus

Re- 
cite not thy Szorzes again and again : for 
this is as 2auſeous, as it would be to feed 
a Man, as a Nurſe doth her Child, with 
Meat chewed over and over, Though the 
Roſe be ſweet, yet being tyed with the 
Violet ,theSmell is more fragrant ; though 
Meat nouriſheth, yet having good Saxce, 
it provoketh Appetite ; the faireſt Noſe- 
gay is made of many Flowers; rhe fineſt 
Pifture of ſundry Colours; the whole- 
ſomeſt Medicine of divers Ingredients ; 
and ſo the beſt Dz/courſe conſiſts of vari- 
ous Things. 

My Son, as for Jeſting, there are cer- 
tain things , which ought to be privi- 
ledged from it ; namely, Religion, ( of 
which I have already ſpoken) Matters of 
State, Great Perſons, any Man's preſent 
Buſineſs of Importance, and any Caſe that

3 emory, To jelt 1s tolerable, but 
to do hurt by jelting 1s axſafferable ; yet 
many there are, that will loſe their 
Friend, rather than their Jeſt, or their 
Quibble, Pun, Punnet, Or Pandiorion, fif- 
teen of which will not make up one fin- 
ages. This, like curſed Cham, firſt 
fays Open a Man's Nakednefs, and then 
expoſes it to the Scors and Laughter of 
others.

ing at others, commonly meet with a 
Match for their Game-Cock : As amongſt 
an hundred more, will appear by this 
one Inſtance ; Three Univerſity Young- 


fers, who becaule they had run through 


the Preaicables and Predicaments, thought 
themſelves as wile as So/omoy, had got- 
ten into the beſt Room 1n an Im, where 
they were very merry ; after them came 
riding into the ſame [zz, a grave Coun- 
try Parſon, with a long white Beard, and 
being alone, craved leave by mine Hoſt 
to be admitted into their Company ; 
to which they gladly condeſcended, re- 
ſolving within themſelves to make them- 
ſelves very merry with the old Country 
Rat, as they termed him ; whom coming 
into their Room, they thus accoſted, the 
firſt with a low Lout, ſaid , Welcome, 
Father Abraham , the ſecond,Welcome, Fa- 
ther Iſaac; the third , Welcome, Father 
Jacob ; to whom the Old Stager replyed ;

how cam'ſt thou hither ? upon my legs. 
Theſe and many other like theſe avoid 
carefully ; 1 is better to ſay nothing than 
that which is nothing worth, When any 
one of thy Company tells a ſtory, take 
heed thou rejoyn not (as ſome uſually 
do) ſaying now, Sir, you have done tel- 
ling your ſtory, T will tell you another, and 
it is & true one; for that 15s little better 
than ro give him the he : and may with 
ſome hot Spurs give them a ground to 
quarrel with thee. When rhou doſt relate 
a Tale or Jeſt , ot the Oaths that are 
ſometimes mingled with it ; for he that 
would clcanly ©: ſafely feed, will firſt 
pare his Apple, and then cat out the Core, 
and what is worm-eatev. If thy merry 
Tales, witty Saywgs, and pleaſant Jeſts, 

are 
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are not approved of by the —_— of 
thoſe that are with thee,thou ſhalt forth- 
with leave : briefly laugh not out at 
thy own Jeſts, for this will ſooner make | 
thy ſelf ridiculous, than thy Company | 
merry. | 
Be not impertizent as ſome, who when 
they relate a ſtory , will ſay, him of 
whom I ſpeak , was the Son of this or | 
that man, who lives in ſuch a place, do. | 
you not know the Man ? he hatha Wife | 
and Children, he is a tall Man, and | 
ſomething ancient ; truly if you know | 
him not,you know no Body,I know ſuch 
a Man knows him very well : all this is 
but beating about the Hedge, but no 
catching the Bird.

Netther follow thou the Example of

zt was, and not readily anſwering, the 
witty Lord of Saint Albans, ſtanding by,

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Make not Lies upon thy ſelf as many 
do,boaſting vain-eloriouſly of themſelves, 
praiſing their knowledge , and bragging of 
what great as they have done, as if 
they only were wiſe, when alas it is 
well known they are otherwiſe ; ſuch 
men may fitly be compared to the Bell 
in the Clock-houſe at Weſtminiter, which 
had this Inſcription about it, 


Kzng Edward made me, 
Thirty thouſand and three,

And more ſhall ye find me, 


But when this Bel! was taken down and 
weighed , this and two more, were 
found not to weigh twenty thouſand : 
Such vaiz-glory as this being like a Wiz- 
dow Cuſhion ſpecious without , but ſtuft 
with Hay within, or ſome ſuch Traſh ; 
 wherefore when a Souldier bragged of 
a Wourd in his Forehead , Auguitus ask- 
ed him, wherher he did not get it, when 
he lookt back as he fled. 

XXVI. Go not vauztizely and proudly 
as ſome, who goas if they were the 
o:ly men of their Country, and ſpeak 
and 
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and look very high and /ofty, when they 
have ſcarce any home to go to, or any 
thing to maintain their Highneff and 
Loftinef/ ; 1mitating Spaniards, who are 
highly conceited of themſelves, great 
Braggers, and extreamly proud even in the 
lowejt Ebb of Fortune, which appear- 
eth by the Tale of the poor Cobler on his 
Death-bed ; who commanded his eldeſt 
Son, coming to him for his laſt Bleſ/izg, 
to endeavour to retain the Hoxour wor- 
thy ſo Noble a Family ; allo a Woman of 
that Country, attended on by three of 
her Brats, went a begging fron: door to 
door, ſome French Merchants travelling 
that way, and pitying her Caſe, offered 
her- to take into their Service the bige 
ger of her Boys ; but ſhe, proud, though 
poor, ſcorning ( as ſhe ſaid ) that any of þ 
her L:izeage ſhould endure an Apprentice- 
ſhip, returned this Anſwer , That, for 
ought ſhe or any knew, her Son (ſimple 
as he ſtood there) might live to be Kzz 
of Spain.

his own Father living, and at that time

XXXIII. Mock no body with their 
Poverty, Lameneſs, or Blindneſs, or an 
thing they cannot help; neither do thou 
imitate either S:ammerers, Crook-backed, 
or Crump-footed Men ; neither make a 
Laughing-ſtock of thy worſt Exemy, much 
leſs of thy beſt Fried; thou oughteſt 
not to laugh at one for the ſake of Re- 
creation and Pleaſure, nor at the other 
tor the ſake of Contemp: and Diſadain. 

XXXIV. Thou muſt not do any

XXXVIII. [zterrupr no one whullt 
he 1s talkizg, cither by making of a 
noiſe, or by ſpeaking out of thy zarz, 
neither {halt thon cauſe his-talk to be 
forſaken , or negleCteii, or ſlighted by 
the Hcarers, cither by ſpewiao ſome zew 
thing , or by calling a/:de the attention 
of thoic that are preicat any other way 3 
but be attezi:zve when others talk , leſt 
thou ſhalt by and by be forced to ask 
what he ſaid laſt : it he be ſlow 1n expreſ-

Natare hath given us two Ears, two Eyes, 
and but oze T oxgue, tothe end we ſhould 
ſee and hear more than we ſpeak : the 
Tongue 1s but a ſmall Member , yet ma- 
ny times doth wore hurt than the whole 
Body beſides ; and many a man doth 
with his Tongue cut his own Throat.

Laſtly, in referenceto Building, 
which is the third B ; take heed thou in- 
gage not too far in 1t, for this will pick 
2 Man's Purſe, as'it did the fooliſh Bui/- 
ders in the Goſpel, who began to build, 
but could not make an end; and /eave 
their Houſes deſolate, as the ſlothful Man's 
Vineyard, deſcribed thus by Solomon;

ſecrets of others ; leſt rhou be put off 
with a ſlur, as the Country-man 1n Plu- 
tarch , put him off , who inquired what - 
he carried ſo cloſe in his Basket, ſaying ; 
Friend, if you might know what it is, I 
ſhould not carry it ſo cloſe covered as it is. 
Or as that Gezcral {lighted the carioſity 
of his Lieuteaant General, who came to 
know when and whither they ſhould 
march, laying, Sir , when the Trumpet 
ſounds you ſhall know. 

But above all, in this »atter be cau- 
tious,that you truſt aot a MWomaz?s breaſt

The Story of Papirius Pre- 
zextatus, will come in here very pat to 
our Perpoſ:, who being but a young Boy,

this ſhe 2athered the Roxwan Matrons toge- 
ther, and told them what her $oz had told 
her ; who all ananimouſly went preſently 
to the Sezzate, and perritroved them, . That 
lince they had decreed, That every Mar 
Thould have two Wives ; that they would 
allo make a ſecond Decree, That ever 

Womay {hovid have two Husbands : the 
Senate greatly marvelled at this ſudden 
coming of the Mower, and their Words ; 
till at length underſtanding how 1t was,

Bur it 1s 
enough to diſcountenance this Vice , that 
in the Goſpel the Devi/ himſelf 1s called 
the exvious May. 

LXIX. As I would have thee ſhun 
Emvy, ſo likewiſe be thou fure to avoid 


malice and hatred: he that hates another ! 


man 1s the Patient; he that is hated is 
the Agent , contrary to the ſound of the 
words; for the Hater 1s in torment, the 
Hated in eaſe : ſo that nothing in this 
_— is ſo much to be hated as Hite it 
elf, 

LXX. Take heed of being vindica- 
tive ; for this as an Impoſthume breaking 
forth, commonly ſtrangles and choaks a 
man with his own 6/ood : the Bee might 
keep her //:ng ſtill , and not live like a 


Drone, did ſhe not in her anger imploy | 
it to exvenom the fleſh of him that puts || 


her from him. It is fafer to forget an | 


injury, or ſmother it, than to go about 
to avenge 1t, if it were for nothing but 
this, yet this were puniſhment enough, 
that when thou goeſt about to avenge 
thy ſelf upon any man, all ſhall be ſure 
to be /aid open 1n Choler that can be re- 
membered,and his Tongwe ſhall caſt " thy 
aults 
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faults in thy teeth. If he were a Friend 
that offended thee (ſaith Sexeca) he did 
that he meant not ; if an Exemy, he did 
but what he well might be expeded to 
have done. If a wiſe man wrong thee, 


, endure him ; if a Fool, forgive him. Be 


not ſo fooliſh as to waſte time in the 
purſuit of an Jenis Fatuus , which burns 
only to /ight thee to ſome Bog or Preci- 
pice: yet becauſe thou mayit ſay that 
forbearance will make men preſumptuous, 
and a FP wrong 1s provoked by di- 
geſt ing the fir ff, therefore I anſwer, thou 
may ft revenge wrong, but not by vic- 
lence, but by Law, 

LXXI. Yet avoid going to Law as 
much as poſſibly thou canſt ; tor be thy 
Cauſe never {o good, thou mayſt never- 


, theleſs not only fear the p-ck:ng and 


embracing of the Fury, the ſuborning of 
falſe Witneſſes, the bribing of the Fudze, 
and thoſe that are of Counſel with thee ; 
bur alſo the quickneſs of the Wit, the 
ſabtilty of the Rhezorick, and the wolu- 
bility of the Tongue of thoſe that are 
fee'd to plead againſt thee, There was 
a) Lawyer that izjuriouſly kept a poor 
man's Cow from him, wherefore he wear 

H 3 imme- 
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immediately, and complained to theXzrz ; 
who having heard his Complaint, told 
him, That he would hear what the 06- 
th:7 could ſay to the matter ; nay then,ſfaid 
the poor Man, If you hear him ſpeak, TI 
ſha/ ſjarely loſe my (ow ; for he thought 
that the ſ-z90:h Speeches, and eloquent 
Ryeorick of his Adverſary, would effaſ- 
ciuate the Kzng's Ears, and lead him 
which way he picaſcd. To this our 
purpoſe, it is worthy the Obſervation, 
which Socrates {aid before the Fuages in 
his own Defexce, touching his Accuſers ; 
« My Lords ( ſa:th-he) I know not how 
* you have deen aftected with mine Ac- 
* caſer*$Eloquence,while you heard them 
<« ſpeak ; for my own part, I aſſure you; 
«That I, whom it toucketſ: moſt, - was: 
* almoſt drawn to believe, that all they 
« ſaid, tho? againſt my ſelf, was zrae, 
\ © when they ſcarcely atter'd one word of 

«Truth. | 
Avoid therefore I ſay, once more, the 
waging of 'Law, eſpecially T would -nor 
have thee go ro thee Lawyer for every 
Toy or Trifle ; tor that will be to make 
him Rzch, and thy ſelf a Beggar. An bo+ 
neſt Attorney gave an intimate m_—_ 
us 
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his, that had commenced a Suit at Law 
againſt another, this Counſel (and truly 
he deſerved a good Fee for it), Make ax 
end with the Lawyers , before they make an 
end of thee. The Courts of the Law, (faith 
my Lord Yerulam in his Eſſays) are like 
thoſe Bramble-Buſhes, whereunto while the 
Sheep fly for defence and ſuccour, they are 
ſure to loſe part of their Fleeces. 1 here 
is an old Story, That a blizd Man, ard a 
lame Man went to trave| cogether by 
the Sea-ſide ; the /zme Man, who was car- 
ried on the b/:,a Man's ſhoulders, elpyed 
an Oy/ter, which he claimed, becauſe he 
eſpyed it ;\{the other claied his jvare, be- 
caule he carried him to the place where 
he found it ; the Caſe being aouvrful,they 
referred 1t to the next Man they mer, 
who in the debativg of the matter eat the 
Oyſter, and gave them the Shells, "Thus 
it ftareth with many who go to Law, the i 
Lanyers eat the Fiſh; and give them the } 
Shells ; that is, they bleed their Pur/'s, | 
and that 1n a little time cures the Heat of i! 
their Contentions,as Phlebotomy cures Fe- i 
wers and Inflammations, Yet I would | 
not have thee /oſe thy Ryght, nor ſufe. } 
thy ſelf to be fooled, wronged, and cheas- 
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nor to let every Carrion Crow ride upon 
thy Back, and pick out thine Eyes : and to 
the ead thou thy ſelf mayſt not run into 
the Lapſe of the Law, I adviſe thee to /ive 
honeſtly, to treſpaſS no Man wilfully, and to 
render every Man his due carefully. 
LXXII. It well becomes a Gerntlemaz 
to make ſome Inſpe##ion into the Laws 
of the Land, which I adviſe thee to do; 
that if thou bee*ft commiſſionated to be 
in thy Country a Juſtice of the Peace, all 
thy Wit to manage thai Office may not 
iye only in the Sku{/ of thy Clerk: For 
as one of our modern Poets faith, I: 
the Clerk many times that makes the Ju- 
ſtice of the Peace, Many without Skill 
in tliis Particular, have run into very 
dangerous Premunires ; but beſides this 
will make thee know, how to ſecure thy 
Eſtate againſt thoſe who may endea-

But I would 
not have thee to /fudy rhe Quirks of the

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Law, for this may induce thee for thine 
Advantage to be a Kyave; unleſs thou 
ſtudy them meerly to ſecure and defend 
thy ſelt from them. Briefly, ſtudy to at- 
tain ſo much Kxowledge 1n the Law, as 
may ſ{uFiciently form thee of thine own 
Right, but not ſo much as to make thee 
quarrelſome and contentious with - thy 
Neighbor or Parſon ; tor this were to put 
a Sword into a Mad-man*s hand. It is 
great pity, that it is ſo true, which once 
I heard a wiſe Man ſay, That a good Law- 
er is very ſeldom a good Neighbor. 
LXXIII. Avoid Duels; there are 
ſome whoſe Fingers itch to be dipt in 
Blood : and asamong contentions Men, it 
| is but a Weordanda Wrir; fo among ſwag- 
| gering Heitors, it is but a Word and a 
Wound. But thou wilt ſay, I think it a 
ſtain to my Credit, and a diſgrace to my 
Name, if I ſhall not anſwer him, who 
having ab«ſed me in Woras, hath ſent me 
the /enzth of his Sword, and from whom 
T have received a proud Challenge. To 
this I reply ; Wilt thou ſhew ſuch a baſe 
Eſteem of thy ſelf, and ſet ſo low a Rate 
on thy Life, as to ſtake it for a Brawl 
and a few raſþ Words of an Enemy, and 


yet 
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yet wouldſt be highly eſteemed of o- 
thers? In ſuch a caſe be not troubled 
with a frivolous Report of Diſhonour ;, 
rather be proazgal of thy Reputation than 
thy Life; run not wiltully into an Acel- 
dama, into the Grave, into Hell to be 
counted walorozs ; care not fo much for 
the Shame of the World, as the Danger 
of thv Body and Soul. Men of great Va- 
lour have rejected Challenges, which have 
proceeded from thoſe who have had 
more Heart than Braiz, more Head than 
W::,and that without any Blemiſh at all 
to their Credit, When Anthony chal- 
lenged Augeſtus, he anſwered, "That if 
Anthony were weary of Life, there were 
ways .exough to Death beſides Duelling, 
But ſay, Some will call thee a Coward ; 
yet fear not Shame ſo much as Sz : thou 
haſt but one Boay, do not adventare it 
upon the Sword of an Enemy; bur one 
Soul, do not adveztare it upon the Sword 
of God. Love a good Name, but yet 
as an Handmaid 'of Vertue; wooe and 
court common Fame no further than it 
follows upon hoze## Courſes, and vertuous 
Attions ; and think thy lelf but baſe, if 
thou ſhouldit deperd upon vulgar Breath ; 
which 
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which is commonly none of the ſweete#. 
It is as great aSymptom of a crazy Repa= 
tation, as it is of a crazy Body, to be too 
impatient upon every /l;ght touch, And 
truly (methinks) it 1s range, That Men 
ſhould ſo eagerly purſue Honoar, and fo 
hotly court her, as to vinaicate her upon 
any Man, who ſhould bur touch her, 
though never ſo ſlightly, with the Hazard 
both of Body and Soul. Whilſt in their 
impious and inhumane Duels they make 
themſelves, if they ſurvive their Azta- 
goniſts, either liable to be hanged, by the 
Laws of mez, or to be damu?d, by the Laws 
of God : or tinally liable ro borh, if God 
ſhew not more mercy to hep, than the 
did to their Bre:zhrez, whole Blood they 
ſpilt in ſome va#, or, perhaps, drunken 
Brabble. -But let them pals, as dangerous 
Men to be copverſed withal ; only *twere | 
good, Men would hearken to Goxſalvo, || 
that famous Commander, who was wont | 
to ſay, That a Gentleman”s Honour ſhould | 
be de tela crafſiore, of « ſtronger Warp or 
Web, than that every ſlight thing ſhould | 
catch in it , and be thought able to break | 
it. Think beſides, the bloody Fa& being $ 
once committed, of thoſe 'lerrours which 
will | 
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will (if thou haſt any Grace left in thee) 
dog thy Conſcience with the frightful Vi- 
frons of thy murthered Friend ; and think 
moreover, how together with him thou 
haſt mzurthered, ( unleſs, thou canſt pro- 
. cure a Pardon) thy poor Ch:laren, and 
endone thy whole Family ; and Jaid ſuch 
a blemiſh upon thy Poſter:ty after thee, as 
peradventure ſhall never be blotted out 
again, the Srain being laid ſo deep in 
Blood.

like the ſavage Bears will be apt to bite 
the Water that quezches their thirſt. 
Save a Thief from the Gallows, and he 
will cut thy throat : 1ndeed there are 
not a few ſuch Villains to be found in 
the World, who are apt to return evz/ 
for good, and are not aſhamed to dege- 
aerate into ſuch Moz/ters (Monſters Nd 
T call them ? T might rather have term- 
ed them Devils, 'who labour to dams 
them the deepeſt, thar ſerve them = 
moſt) as to hurt or betray thoſe , 
whom they are by Nature, by Blood, _ 
by kind, eſſes moſt engazed and obliged. 
When King Rzchard 'the Third purſued 
the Dube of Buck ingh, 72 , to put him to 
death (tor uſurping Tyrants uſe to cut 
down the ſtairs by which: they climb 
up to their height) rhe Dake 1n his ex- 
zrezmity did fly to one Banniſter his Ser- 
upon whom he had beſtowed 
great Means to inrich Inm. Banniſter 
very carefully conveyed him into a 
Coppice, adjoining to his Manſion 
Houle, ai:d rhere preſerved him, but 
within a while there 15 a Proclem 1atiON 
made, that whoſoever could reveal 
where 
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where the Duke was, it he were a Bozwd- 
ſlave, he ſhould be exfraxchiſed, and made 
free ; if a Freeman, he ſhould have a Ge- 
neral Pardon, and be rewarded with a 
tbouſand Pounds : hereupon Banniſter ei- + 
ther for fear of danger, if he did conceal | 
him, or hope of gazz, if he did reveal 
him ; bewrayed where his Maſter was : 
ereupon he was apprehended and car- | 
ried to Shrewsbary where Kzng Richard | 
then lay,and there without Arraignment, | 
or any /egal PRE was in the Mar- | 
ket place beheaded, Whether Banniſter 
received the proclaimed Reward, or no, 
is uncertain ; King Richard (loving the | 
Treaſon, but hating the Traytor) ſaid (as 5 
it is reported) hat he that would be falſe | 
to ſo wood a Maſter, would never be true to | 
any : but certain it is, he received the Re-] 
ward of a Villain, from Divine Juſtice ; | 
for himſelf was after hanged for murther, | 
his eldeſ# Daughter was deflowered by one | 
of his Carters, or (as {ome ſay) ftrucken 
with a foul Leproſie , his eldeſt Sor in a 
deſperate Lanacy deſtroyed himſelf, and 
was found to have done ſo, by the Coro- 
ner's inqueſt, and his young® Sor Was 
arawned 1n a ſhallow Pudale. | 
I 4 LXXX, Be 
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- LXXX. Be faithful to thy Prizce and 
| Country; and hate Rebellion and Treaſon 
as thou wouldſt the Devil himſelf, tor 
| he was the firſt Rebel and Traytor that 
ever was: it 1s but j45t that his heart 
| ſhould be pulled out of his brea#t alive, 
who bears a falſe ozeto his Prixce. Nei» 
| ther do thou grumble or repine at the 
Taxes and Impoſutionus which are laid up- 
on thee ; for rhis 1s all thou payeit to thy 
Soveraien, who, by his good Govern- 
ment and juit Laws ſecures thy Peace 
and Safety , thy Life and Liberty, thy 
Extate and Religion, Obſerve it well, 
| that in ai Apes the ſin of Rebellion hath

increaſe thine EZtate : the Rabbins have 
a Proverb, and *tis a zre one , Pay thy 
Tithes and be rich : The Eagle which 
ſaatched the fleſh from the Altar, to car- 
I it to his yourg. ones, burnt them and 
his Ne# with a burningCoal which ſtuck 
to it, had a due Reward of his Sacri- 
ledge : above all things, meddle not 
with the Lands of the Church, for that 
will bring a carſe upon thoſe /azds which 
T ſhall /zave thee; to be ſure (accordin 
| to Sir-Henry Spelmar”s obſervation) the 
third Heir ſeldom or never enjoys the ſactis 
ledge of his Predeceſſors. 
LXXXII, Take heed by all means 
that thou break not the Peace of the 
Charch ; for Schiſm is but the Handmaid 
of Rebellion : The better therefore to 
preſerve that , keep thy private Opinions 
in matters of Re/igiox to thy ſelf, if 
they be contrary to the e#abliſhed diſci- 
pline of the Church. It is better thou 
didſt never wear a Shirt upon thy back, 
than thou {houldſt quarrel at anothers 
decent wearing of a Surplice ; this is but. 
tithing of Mint and Cammin, and neg= 
leting the weighty matters of God's Laws : 
*Iis 
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*Tis a bad matter to break the King's 
Peace, but *tis a worſe to break the Peace 
of God. 

LXXXIII. _ Son, f1n22 + by mine 
own izauſtry, and God by his Providence, 
has provided for thee a fair £/ate, for- 
ger nor to be charitable to the 7 Poor, It 1S 
a goodlier ſight to ſee the Poor ſtanding 
at a rich man *sGate, than the Porter : and 
therefore as thou takeſt care to ſeed thy 
Hounds without doors, and to cloath thy 
naked Walls within with Tapeſtry and 
Cloth of Arras ; ſo much _ would I 
have thee to be careful, to fill the bel- 
lies of the hangry, and clothe the backs 
of the zaked, that they periſh not with 
hunger and cold : for as thou takeſt'no- 
tice of thy comings in , ſo God aſſuredly 
takes xctice of thy lay! ings out ; to whom 
thou muſt one day give a ſevere Account, 
for every idle Penny, that thou haſt ſpent, 
as well as for every 7zale *þ ora that thou 
haſt /poker. 

LXXXIV. I have end a ſtory of a 
Gentleman and his Son , and the paſla- 
ges1n it are very well worth thy obſer- 
vation ; and that thou mayeſt the het- - 
ter remember it, I will eyt it as ſhort 

as 
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as the things will bear : This Gentle- 
man had one only Son, whom he called 
to him and told him, that he was going 
out of the World, and therefore defi- 
red him to remember theſe three Pre- 
cepts.

I underſtand well e- 
nough , {aid the old Gentleman , what 
the Horſe-skin and Loaf means, but do 
not, what the Breeches ignite, Why 
Sir , faid he, they ſignifie , thar I had 
torgot that Caution my Father gave 
Inc; 
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me, Not to go too far for aWife, Now 
thoſe Breeches are your Clerk's, whom I 
found , when I was at your Houle, in 
Bed with your Daughter , and therefore 
ſhe is a fitter Wife for him, than ſhe is 
for me : and thereupon he related the 
whole tory , which when the old Gen- 
tleman, to his great griet had heard, he 
diſcontentedly departed , with a Flea in 
his Ear , and the young Gentleman ſtayed 
at home with more Wt in his Pate. 
LXXXV. Go not, or ſend (if thou 
| haſt any thing , or art not in health) 
to Cunning-men , Sorcerers, South-ſayers, 
Conjurers, or Witches, for the helping 
thee to what thou haſt /of#, or for the 
recovering of thy health; for if thou once 
oeſt to them, thou ſhalt always have 
zeed of them : -beſides, thou makeſt thy 
ſelf a Servant to the Devil. A Neigh- 
bour of mine, whom TI ſhall not name, 
for the reſpe& I bear him, having loſt - 
{ome of his Goods , went toa C annng- 
man or Conjurer , for the helping him 
to what he had loſt, who asking him - 
whether he Uid believe , that he could 
help him to it ; for (fays he) it is a Prix- 
ciple amongſt «5 , that the firm belief” = 
the 
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the party that addreſfes himſelf to us, 
that we can help him, 1s of as much 
force, for the accompliſhment of his de- 
fires, as all our Schemes, Figures, Cha- 
raters, and Conjurations. My Neigh- 
bour hearing this, told him that he now 
came to him with that firm belief: where- 
upon the Cunning-man (for lo he was 
led and accounted to be) asked him 
what Goods they were which he had /oft ? 
he told him, one of his beſt Horſes : ha- 
ving thus anſwered , the Cunning-man 
withdrew himſelf into an inner Room ; 
but my Neighbour being very defirous 
to ſee what he did, or to hear what he 
ſaid, went very ſoftly to the door, where 
attentively liſtening , he heard him ſay 
to the Devil, Thy Servant in the next 
Room hath loſt one of his. beſt Horſes,

LXXXVYI. If thou walkeſt in the 
paths 
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paths of Policy, thou muſt be careful 
how to be reſerved , not like the Szazt, 
leave a Trace Where thou haſt goze, for 
that may betray thee; he that lyes at 
too oper a Ward, may ſoon be hit. But 
thy way muſt be like rhat of an Arrow 
or Bullets through the Air, quick for 
Diſpatch, and fate for Secrecy: or rather 
thou muſt be like the River Arar, which 
flows into Rhodanus with ſuch an 7incre- 
aible ſoftaeſs, that it 1s not to be diſ- 
cerned which way it ebbs or flows. He 
that taught us to be as /zrocent as Doves, 
taught us alſo to be as wiſe as Serperts. 
' The changes and chances of a Man's life, 
are as Caſts at Dice , good and bad; a 
good one may be marred with overſight, 
and a bad one may be mended by good 
play. Fortune 15 hike the Market, where 
many times, it you can ſtay a little, the 
price will fall: And again 1t 15 hke Sy- 
bylla”'s Offer , which at firſt oftereth the 
Commoatty at-full, then conſumerh part 
and part, and ſtill holderh up the price. 
For Occaſion turneth a bald Noadle , after: 
ſhe hath preſented her Locks iz Front, 
and no hold taken : or at leaſt turnerh 
the Hale of the Bottle , firſt to be re- 

K ceivea, 
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ceived, and after the Belly which 1s hard 
to claſp. There is certainly no greater 
wiſdom than to time , and conſider the 
beziniings and onſets of things. Dangers 
are no more /ight, if they once ſeem fo 
and more dangers have adecezved men, 
than forced them. Nay 1t were better 
to meet ſome dangers half way , though 
they come nothing near, than to keep 
too long a Watch upon their Approaches : 
For if a man watch too long, 1t 15 Zez to - 
one but he will fall aſleep. On the other 
fide, to be deceived with too long ſha- 
dows (as ſome have been,when the Moor 
was /ow , and ſhone on their Enemies 
back) and ſo to ſhoot off before the 
time; or to zeach dangers to come on, 
by over early buckling towards them, is 
another Extreme, "The ripeneſs or un- 
ripeneſs of the gceaſion (as we ſaid) muſt 
ever be well weighed ; and generally 
it is good to commit the beginnings of 
all grear Actions to Argus with his hun- 
dared Eyes ; and the exds to Briarew with 
his hundred Hands : firſt to watch, and 
then to ſpeed. For the Helmet of Pluto, 
which maketh the Po/itick man go zvi- 
(ible, 1s ſecrecy in the Counſel, an celerity 
in 
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in the Execation. For when things are 
once come to the Execut/oz,, there is no 
Secrecy comparable to Celerity, Yet mea+ 
fure not Deſpatch by the 7 z»:e,- but by 
the Advancement of the Buſineſs. For 
as1n Races, it 1s not the /arge ſtride or 
high lift that makes the Speed : So in Bas 
ſineſs, the keeping clole to the matter, 
and not zakizg of it too much at once, 
procureth diſpatch : And many times, and 
in many things it 1s better to make more 
uſe of the Ballaſt than of the Si: And 
as we fay inthe Schools, thar it is eaſier 
to oppoſe than anſwer ; ſo *tis eaſier ro 
prevent dangers than to tarry tor rhem, 
and better to have a good Buckler to 
keep off the blow, than a good Plaiſter || 
to heal the wound. But be ſure thou 
doſt not, like Mach:avel, 1n all thy Poli- 
ticks leave out the Grace of God, or the 
Principles of Honeſty and Juſtice. In all 
thy Actions be wiſe rather than crafty, 
and piece the Fox-s:iz with that of the 
Lamb. For as our Saviozr doth adviſe 
us to be as wiſe as Serpents, 1o doth he 
alſo adviſe us to be as z7nocent as Doves, 
Imitate thoſe s&/1fu/ and honeſt Phylict- 
ans, who mix all their Deſeterions Pre- 
K 2 {criptions 
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ſcriptions with due CorreCtives. Climb to 
Preferment rather by thy Yertues and Me- 
rits than by thy Pol:ticks, it thou wouldit 
avoid the cenſure and fatal end of Boni- 
face the Eighth , of whom it was ſaid, 
that he entred into the Popedoms like a 
Fox, lived like a Lyon, and dyed like a 
Dog. And as I would have all thine 
Aitions and Deſizns mixt with Horeſty 
and Simplicity , ſo TI would thoſe Conn- 
fels, which thou zwparts to others, to be 
no way pernicious, either to the Life, 
Eſtate, or Honour of any Man. Wicked 
Counſellors are but the DeviPs Agents, 
and they that hearken to them, and take 
up their azgodly Propoſitions , are like 
thoſe Sponges that ſuck up Aqua Fortis, | 
which will afterwards conſume and con- | 
found them. Never make God or Reli= | 
gion thy Stalking-Horſe ,. to gain thoſe 
deſigns at which thou doſt level thine 
Eye. (My Son) whether thou conſt- 
dereſt the foul! ways or fatal ends of 
ſuch Achitophels , thou ſhalt find in the 
Concluſion , that Honeſty is the beſt Po- 
licy. 
LXXX VII. Beware of thoſe that pre- | 
tend to Religion and Goalineſs, but have 
IT 
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it not in them, who Canonize themſelves 
and call themſelves the Sazzts, but will 
not call thole, whom we know to be 
glorious Saints 1n Heaven by that ſtyle ; 
which though they refuſe to do for Ho- 
0urs , yet lo ſhould they do it it were 
but for diſtiziions ſake, to difference 
them from other Men. And here I can- 
not but tell thee a pretty Story. A Preſ- 
byteriay Parſon ſent his Man upon Sa#- 
aay Morning (his old ones being done) 
for a pair of zew Shooes to his Shoomaker, 
whoſe Chriſtiaz Name was Paul, but his 
Servant ſtayed till he was in the midit 
of his Sermon , in which juſt as his Man 
ſtept into the Church , his Maſter with a 
loud voice ſaid, but what ſaith Paul, who 
replied as /od (thinking that his Maſter 
had ſpoken to him about his Shooes) 
Marry, Sir, he ſaith, that you ſhall have 
70 new Shooes , till you have paid for the 
old ones, Now had he ſaid , but what 
faith Saizt Paul, he had prevented 10 groſs 
and ridiculous a miſtake, Theſe are the 
men, that ſeem to gape 10 wide after Ho» 
lineſs ,-as if they would take it all into 
themſelves, whereby they reſemble the 
Fiſhes of the Sea , which by their wide 
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mouths ſeem- to ſuck in the whole Oceaz : 
whereas if a man cuts them up , he ſhall 
not find ſo much as oe drop of water 
within them. For if thou note their 
Pride, Vain-glory , and Hypocriſte , their 
raſh Fudements and uncharitable Cenſures 
of all other men, their Coverodſneſs, holy 
Cheats, and falſe. Dealizes with thoſe 
with whom they commerce, their Contu- 
macies and Rebellions againlt the Kyzzeg 
and his Laws , together with their Vz- 
mercifulneſs and. Tyranny over thoſe over 
whom they have gotten rhe Power and 
Dominion, as ſignally appeared by their 
Plunaring, Sequeſtring, Articling againſt 
their Paſtors, and thruſting themſelves in- 
to their Livings, and by their Decima- 
ting, Plunaring , Sequeſtring , Shipping, 
Impriſoning , and Murthering their Bre- 
threz, yea and their Soveraign Himel, 
alſo, and what is worſe than all thele, 
their to this very day not repenting them- 
ſelves of all thefe /illantes, as 1s plainly 
manifeſt by their prozeneſs and rnclina- 
tions tO —_ into the ſame , if they had 
the power ſo to do upon every Overture, 
thou ſhalt find them only to be Olzver”s 
Saints, and not God's, Thele men make 
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uſe of pzety, more to deceive men than to 
pleaſe God. They ule Religion as ſome 
men do Glaſs-eyes, meerly to hoxeſt the 
ill-favouredneſs of their faces, not that 
they may ſee, or be the more izlightned 
by them. They have learned that Priz- 
ciple of Machiavel, That a man ſeek not 
to attain Vertue it ſelf, but the appearance 
of it only , becauſe the credit of it is a 
help, but the uſe of it is a cumber. They 
ſpeak as if their Tongues were tipt with 
Religion,but their Deeds are far trom tt. 
They are as Lillies, fair in ſhew , but 
foul 1n ſcent, They ſpeak 1o fairly, and 
zeal 10 foully , that a man would nor be- 
lieve they were made all of a piece ; but 
when the wind ſizgs and whiſtles in the 
leaves, look after for a form. Take 
heed of theſe Devils wrapt up in a Sa- | 
mueÞs Mantle, truſt them not when they 
ſpeak , as though Xothing but Goſpel 
could drop from their /ps, for in their 
hearts they mumble over the Devils Pa- 
ter Noſter. ; 

LXXXVIII. *Tis no 7mpolitick mat- | 
ter, when thou payeſt oft thy Bz{s to | 
thy Mercer, Taylor, or any other Tradeſ- 
az With whom thou dealeſt , not to 
K 4 truſt 
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truſt the crofizg of their Books, without 
a Receipt under their hands, 1o thou ſhalt 
be ſure never to pay tor the ſame things 
twice : And ſo allo, when thou receiveſt 
any Letters of importance, be ſure to put 
them upon the Fe, for thou knoweſt 
not of what mportance they may be to 
thee for the 7/7e to come; eſpecially 
thoſe that are /ea/ed with a Ct of Arms. 
T knew an azcient Knizht,whom .47e and 
Experience had made a very prudezt and 
politice Perſon , who when he- received 
jrom any Ger! /emay or Perfon of Quality 
a Letter ſo ſealed, would be very care- 
ful in the opening of it, to preſerve the 
Seal intire; and he gave this Reaſon, 
why he was ſo careful in this ſeemingly 
fight matter, becauſe if any thing writ- 
ren in ſuch Letters , might hereafter be 
denied , or called in Zneftion , he might 
jhew how the buſineſs ſtood, under the 
Hands and Seals of the Parties. But it 
rhou receiveſt Letters that may import 
ſecrecy or any aaxger to thy Self or 
Frieaa, remember that as ſoo as ever 
thou haſt reaz them to thy ſelf, that 
thou commit them to /zlcan; remem- 
bring thar as Bekerophoz came to a fatal 
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end, by thoſe Letters which he himſelf 
carried and delivered, ſo many have 
done the like, by thoſe Letters they 
have received and kept by them : as by 
Inſtances may be made appear, almoſt 
in all Hiſtories. 

LXXXIX. Shun Neutrality ; Alphon- 
ſas obſerved, That the Sexenſes, Neuters 
in the 1ralia» Wars, became at length 
a Prey to both {1des, comparing them to 
ſuch as dwell in the middle Story of an 
Houſe, annoyed by : Smoak from beneath, 
and Duſt from above. 

XC. When thou art weary of thy 
Study, Or any other Employment , take 
ſome honeſt Recreation ; ule Hunting or 
Hawking ; either ſtart the Hare, or &if- 
lodge the Buck, or ankennel the Fox, or 
rouze the Hart, or unperch the Pheaſant ; 
Recreations which are hoxeit, are as pe- 
ceſſary for the Mind, which is employed 
in great Afairs, and Cares of Importance, 
as Meat is for the Body, which is exhauſt- 
ed with daily Labour : But follow not thy 
Sport with Chafizg, for it is a moſt im- 
proper thing to ſee Men follow their Pa» 
[times with fretting and pelting, for thus, 
like a leaking Ship, rhey ſuffer the Water 
ro 
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to ſink them which ihould bear them up: 
T mean, they let that which ſhould be 
their Recreation and Delight , be their 
Vexation and Diſquiet. There are as 
well gexerous Delights, as zngenions Stu- 
dies; and the one mult lend ſome ſweer- 


\ | zeſs to the other ; divers while they have 


. been ſo preciſe, that they thought they 
might not delight in any ſport, at laſt 
come to be ſo creit-fallez, as that they 
take no Del:ght in azy thing : Nature 
made them ſociable becauſe ſhe made 
them Mex, but they have ſallexly {tray- 
ed from the Drove, and abandoning all 
Mirth and Yollity; carry always cloudy 
Fore-heads, which is no way commenada- 
ble, no not in an Horſe : Doubtleſs God 
loves a chearfal Man, as well as a chear- 
ful Giver : and ſuch afluredly deceive 
themſelves, who think that they ſhall 
never look, like bleſſed Angels in Hea- 
ven, Who look not like tormented Devils 
here on Earth ; or that they ſhall never 
ſing there, unleſs after a moſt diſconſo- 
late and diſcontented manner, they whine 
and pule here, and ſpeak as ſmall as an 
| Hair : Religion conlifts not in drawling - 
Tones, or making of Faces ; for a Man 


may 
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may perform his Duty more acceptably 
to God, without, than with 4di/-figaring 
his Countenance ; otherwiſe our Saviour 
himſelf would not have ſaid, Be ot of 4 
ſad ( or as another Tranſlation rezds the 
word oxvbewrds) Be not of a ſowre Couns 
tenance : do thou therefore uſe /awful Re- 
creations, and keep up an honeit merry 
Heart. 

XCT. But, above all Recreations, I 
recommend unto thee theſe two ; good 
Hor ſemanſhip, and Skill at thy Weapon ; 
the oze highly becomes a Geztleman, and 
will make him ſerviceable to his Priace 
and Country, it any Occaſion be ; the 
other will teach him how to guard and 
defend himſelf”: nevertheleſs I would not 
have thee ſuffer thy $41, in that which 
I /ait mentioned, to make thee quarrel- 
ſome, or the more confident in thine own 
ſtrength ; but rather uſe rhy Rapier as a 
defenſive than an offenſive Weapon, and 
as a Shield rather to ward the Blow, than 

ive ONE. 

XCII. Be not addicted to ſuperſtitions 
Vanities ; ſome will look pale preſent] 
like Death, it the Salr-ſeller tall w——_ 
their Trezchers ; others will take it for | 
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, an ome; that they ſhall be croſſed in thoſe 
negotiations they go about, if a Hare 
chance to croſs them in their way, when | 
the croſs lies ozly in this, that they could | 
not catch her; others, if they do but | 
ftumble at the Threſhold, will not take 
their Jourzey that ſame day, but defer 
it to axother time ; others will by no 
means pare their Nails on Friday, be- 
cauſe they ſay it is a croſs day; many of 
theſe make Erra Pater their old Teſta- 
ment, and the Shepherds Kalendar their 
New; and take all that they ſay, to be 
as rae as Gods Oracles ; others if they 
but hear a Crow croke from the Roof of 
their Neighbours Houſe, they preſently 
ſet their Houſe 1n order, ſaying they ſhall 
dye and not live; and were I diſpoſed 
to recount all the Roman ſuperſtitions of 
this kind, as their Dzes faſti, & nefaſtt, 

' their unfortunate and fortunate days, 
their 7nſpedtions into the Entrails of | 
Beaſts, and their Augurations and Sooth- 
ſayings, upon the flight of Birds and the 
zoiſes they make : I might reckon up a 
thouſand ſuch like vanities as theſe. 

Others there are who put their con- 
dence in Aſtrologers, and therefore 
when 


Counſellors , they take their A/manack, 
if they find it an evi/ day, when their 
ſickneſs begar ; their Soul] is poured out 
upon them, they fear that they ſhall not 
only be weakned and ſore broken, but that 
their Health paſſing away as a Cloud, 
they ſhall go the way of all the Earth ; 
that the Grave ſhall be their Houſe, and 
making their Bed in the dark, the Worms 


{hall feel their Sweetneſs, and therefore - | 


making their W:/!s, they take their leave 
of all the World : But if it be a good day, 
they doubt not, bur all Sickneſs ſhall be 
taken away from them ; that Health ſhall 
be unto their Navel, and Marrow to their 
Bones ; that their Fleſh ſhall be as freſh 
as a Child's, and return as in the days of 
their Youth. In the Year of our Lord 
1524. one Bolton, Prior of St. Bartho- 
lomew”s, liſtening to the Prognoſticators, 
who then gezerally foretold, That upon 
the watry Trigon, which ſhould happen 
in the Mozth of February that year, ma- 
ny thouſands ſhould periſh by a Delage, 
cauſed an Houſe to be builded upon 
Harrow on the Hill , whither he carried 
for himſelf and Family, Proviftzon for 
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when they fall ſick, the Stars are their . | 


' 
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two months ; ſo great a fear of an Iz 
anaation poſſeſt him, and fo great Cre- 
dence gave he to the Almanack-Maker”s 
Prediftions ; yet was there not a fairer 
Seaſon many years before. 

Others there be who are very fooliſh- 
ly ſaperſtitious, in reference to their 
Dreams : ſuch a one was that Kight in 
the Reign of King Hepry the Firſt, who 
dreaming that one was about to ſ{trangle 
him with his own Hair, ailoon as he was 
awake cauſed it all to be cat off, though 
he: delighted much in it : to whom we 
may join thoſe, who it they but area 
torſooth of Eggs or Bees, they preſently 
conclude, they {hall hear of Azger the 
zext 'day ; or if they dream of Flowers 
ora Garden, they ſhall hear of a Fuzeral : 
now the Reaſon of this vain Saperſtit:- 
03, is grounded upon this, becauſe they 
take an exat# notice when they hzt, but 
not when they 21S. I am not 1gno- 
rant that Artimedorus, in his Oretrocrt- 
ticks, gives us a large account of the Sig- 
nification of thoſe Dreams, which poſ= 
{eſs our Brains in the night ; but for mine 

' owz part, I hold them to be of no S7g7- 
| fication at all, unleſs they come by Dr- 
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vine Immiſſion : of which kind ( not ta 
ſpeak of thoſe which we meet with in 
Holy Writ )) I take theſe rwo, which I 
ſhall now relate to_be; the fir /# of which 
ſrenifies, That God comprehends in him- 
{cif all Wiſdom ; and that all Mez in the 
World are Fools : and the ſecozd, That 
Divine Juſtice will not ſufter Murther to 
0 undiſcovered. 

i. A Noble-May of Rome dreamt, 
that he. was ſitting in the Shop of an 
Apothecary, into which a great Rabble 
ſuddenly ruſ*d, and catching up all the 
Glaſles and Bottles that they found filled 
with Syrups, and diſtilled Waters , they 
drunk up every one of them, except on- 
ly one great Bottle, out of which they 
ſucked not up ſo much as oze Drop : at- 
ter them he ſeemed to ſee a Perſon of a 
very Majeſtical and Venerable Aſpect, who 
came likewiſe into the ſame Shop ; and 
as ſoon as he eſpied that Bottle, which 


all the reſt had refuſed, he {er it to his 


mouth, and drank up every Drop of that 
Liquor with which it was filed; and 
having done ſo, he likewiſe departed :

other. Rout refuſed, was Wiſdom. Upon 
which the Voble-Maz awaked, highly 
pleaſed with his moſt excellent Dream, 
2, The other is this ; Two fellow-Tra- 
vellers riding together, came, by night, 
to a certain Town, where they parred, 
the one to his Fr:iexd's Houſe, the other 
to a common Iz : he that lodged at his 
Friend's Houle, dreaw?t, that he ſaw his 
Companion, that lodg*d at the Ina, ſtand 
at his Bea-/ide; and defired him, that he 
would ariſe, and make haſte to help him, 
or he ſhould be murthered by his Ho#; 
but being very drowſte and' weary with 
his Jourzey, he aroſe not : wherefore in 
a ſhort time after, his Companion again 
appeared and requeſced him more ear- 
neitly, to ariſe and ſ#ccour him ; but he 
making no account of all this {Jept again : 
but he left him not ſo, but appeared 
unto him the third Time, all bloody, tell- 
ing him, that yas now too Yate to 1m- 
plore his 4:4, but et he requeſted him 
tO awexge Nis Blood upon the —_— 
Us 
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Ins Hot; who (as he told him) had 
killed and buried him in his Durg-Mixon, 
v. ere he ſhould find lus Corps : at which 
the ther #arted out of his ſleep, and a+ 
roſs and taking the Officers with him, 
ſecured mine Hot , and upon further 
ſear: found the Body of his Fellow 
Travelier, with his Throat cut': and {ſo 
by this means God diſcloſed the Murther, 
and thoſe thzt had an hand in it were 
brought ro conazgn puniſhment. 

My Son, it ſuch fooliſh Concerts and 
Phancies as thoſe which I have be- 
tore mentioned , call at thy Door, uſe 
them as vagran; Paſſengers, with ſlight 
reſpect, let them not take up any /odg- 
zng within thee. But though IT would 
not have thee ſuper/t:tios, yet 1 would 
have thee dewoxr. 

XCHI. Wheretore forget not to begin 
and end with God, by thy morning and 
evening Devotions ; 1ſo will every thing 
thou ſetteſt thine hand about faage and 
proſper the better , yea the quicker {hall 
be thy diſpatch ; for as the Dutch Pro- 
verb hath it, Stealing never makes a mat 
rich , Alms never make a man poor, and

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Prayer never hinders a man's buſineſs. | 
Before thou doſt compoſe thy ſelf to 
take thy reſt, make up thine accounts 
between God and thine own ſoul ; and 
conſider what the day paſt thou haſt 
thought, doe , or ſpoken amils ; Short 
reckonings (we lay) make long friends, 
And where thou haſt found that thou 
haſt fazled in thy duty, reſolve to amend 
the zext day following : but be ſure 
thou make” good thy reſolutions, that 
thou reſemble not St. George on the Sg 
Poſt, always ſeeming to ſtrike at, but ne- 
ver wounding the Dragon : or that of the 
Archer, always aiming at, but never 
hitting the mark : good intentions are 
but Bads, but God requires we ſhould 
bring forth Fruzt meet tor Repentance. 
But above all cloſe not thine eyes, with- 
out begging pardon for what is paſt ; 
» remembring that /{eep 15 too much like 
Death, to be trujted without a man's

* XCIV. Keep thy ſelf to the true Prin- 
ciples of Piety, Virtue, and Hozour ; tor 
this will bring thee to a better Inhert- 
tance than I ſhall /zave thee : eſpecially 

| | 
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I would have thee well grounded and 
ſetled in Religion ;” the beſt profeſſion of 
which I have ever eſteemed that of the 
Church of England, in which thou haft 
been educated , yet I would have thine 
owz judgment and reaſon now ſeal! to 
that ſacred Bond which Education hath 
Written , that it may be judiciouſly thine 
own Religion which thou doſt profeſs, 
and not other mens Cuſtom or Tradi- 
tion, 

XCV. My Son, as for Travelling it is 
very good, if it be uſed well; Homer 
highly exalts the wiſdom and experience 
of Ulyſſes, which he gained in his twen- 
ty years Travels; foras he tells us, 


Multorum mores Hominum conſpexit,, 
& Urbes, 


He obſerved the Cries and the Manners 
of the People whitherſoever he travel- 
led; and from thence drew ſuch uſe- 
ful Theories , as made him a moſt accom 
pliſhed Perſon. Indeed he that Travels 
with Wit in his head as well as money in 
his Purſe, makes the whole World his 

L 2 Library, 
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Library, and all men therein his Books : 
but fill not up thy Ta#le-Booz with. tri- - 
vial ſlight Oblervations; for that will 
call thy judgment and diſcretion 1n que- 
ſtion ; as it did Tom, Coryat's of Vacomb, 
who gives us an account where he »ade 
water when he was in 1ta/y, what the 
mending of his Stockings coit him there, 
and how he hardly eſcaped the loſing of 
his Tefticles , with a thouſand of as rear 
occurrences, as thele. Let thine obſer- 
vations in thy Travels be weighty and 
material; obierve the hamozrs arid con 
ditions of thoſe Nations amongit whom 
thou ſhalt come ;3 their Cuſtoms, Cere- 
monies and Religion , that ſeeing their 
Jaolatry; thou mayeſt the more firml 

ſtick to thine own Religian, which thou 
doſt profeſs, Next take notice of their 
Churches and Oratories, and whatſoever 


.1s z0zavle 1n them, their Government, 


Laws, Judicatures , and Proceedings, a- 
gainſt Maifatfors with their dealings in 
matters of>Fraf;-% and Commerce , their 
Caſiles, Magazinesand Diſcipline in War, 
their Ships, the commodionſneſs of their 
Fiavens, their Rivers, Fiſh, Birds, Beaſts, 
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and 'Mzyes of all ſorts, their Buildings, 
Struftures, and all thoſe curious Arts, 
which ſeem to be peculiar to the genizs 
of the People, and every thing rhat juſtly 
claims a man's wonder and admiration : 
for by theſe thou ſhalt the better acquaint 
thy {elf with the woxderful operation of 
the handy-works of God, and ſhalt the 
clearer {ce his infinite wiſdom in his Go» 
wvernment of this inferiour World. Fi- 
nally zote the Virtues of the people and 
imitate them ; their YVices and Vanities 
likewiſe, but to avord and abhor them. 
There are many young Sparks that tra» 
vel abroad , who leave the Engliſh Gen» 
tleman they carried out with them, and 
bring home again nothing , unleſs it be 
a formal Spaniard, a drunken Dutchman, 
or an airy Frenchman : nay it is well if 
they bring nor home a Tart inſtead of a 
Chriſtian ; 1nſtead of returning like So- 
lomor*s Ships fraught with Gola, they 
return furni{Þ*t only with Apes and Pea- 
cocks ; my mean1ag 1s, they return learn- 
ed only in the pride and wvarity of thoſe 
Foreigners, among{t whom they con» 
verſed with in their Travels ; inſtead of 

L 3 taking 
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taking a due cognizance of thoſe things 
which are of ſuch worth and remark as 
might exr:ich their judements and under- 
ſtandings. Doubtleſs it cannot be worth 


a man's coſt , pains, and perils to go ſo 


far (as ſome do) only to learn a new 
Mode, or a new Oath, a politick ſhrug, or 


. a mimical cringe , or a little Gibberiſh 


pronounced with an ugly Face : It this be 
all, 1t were better for my young Gal- 


 lant to be chained at home in the Chim- 


ney corner, like a Mozkey, than to return 
ſuch an pe. 

Wherefore, if thou intendeſt to tra- 
vel, and to avoid theſe Rocks upon 
which others have 4afht: themſelves to 
pieces, take along with thee a grave and 
wife Companion or Tutor, who by ms 


own former 'Iravels hath acquainted 
. himſelf with the things torementioned : 


tor Travels by Land are like Voyages by 
Sea, unſafe without a sk:1fz! Pilot, And 
furthermore rake along with thee, theſe 
tew advices and neceſſary cautions, which 
I ſhall give thee. 

Firſt be grave, ſober, and reſerved ; 
Momus tound great fault , that the great 
G Creator 
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Creator had not made men with |/7- 
dows in their Breaſts, that men mighr 
have /eex into their zxſides ; and a bold 
Atheiſt he was , that thus durſt impeach 
the wi/dom of God : but ſure I am, *tis 
_ a very grand folly for any man to make 
as it were ſuch a Window in his own 
Breaſt, eſpecially when he Travels into 
foreign Countries; the way to put by 
thoſe miſchiefs which may befal thee in 
thy Travels, is to he ata cloſe guard ; 
and not be like Cryſtal, tor every one to 
{ee through thee. 

If thou travelleft into Traly, munite 
thy ſelf there from zhree things moſt 
eſpecially, mY

For the Mex there are very jealous and 
vindicative; the Women ud and al- 
lefive , and very much affected with the 
Engliſh above all men; and the 1nquifi- 
tioz 1s like Hell, from whence there is 
no Redemption: to avoid which in all 
thoſe Countries where 7hat 1s ſet up, take 
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heed of raiſing di/pates concerning mate 
zers of Religion ; tor this will make thee 
guilty of as raſh a madneſs, and as »uge 
an imprudence , as that of ile Cuaker, 
who reſolved to 55 fruin Lozano to 
Rome to confute and ct thi Pope, 
If thou 7h:z%et him to be 4: :5hr1/t, let 
no man however hear thee -17 kim {6 
in his owz Territories and LC minions : 
Learn more wit, of that Colter, who 
aurſt not bid a Fig for my Lord Mayor, 
till he had got beyond Temp/e-Bar, 
which is ot of the Limits of his Juriſ- 
diction. One of our Countrymen in- 
tending in his Travels to viſit Rome, 
was highly commended for his rare 
parts and abilities in all manner of Learn- 
ing to his Holineſs; who was then by 
birth an Exgliſhman: who, upon his 
commenadatory Letters , the more to ſhew 
honour and reſpe# due to the merits of 
the Gentleman, went himſelf in perſon to 
ſhew him the Varzican; where after ma- 
ny Diſcourſes, and the turning over 
of many Books, he took him aſide 1n- 
to one of the Orzel Windows, and con- 
jured him to tell him zagentouſly his 
þ thoughts 
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thouzhts of the Pope ; aſſuring him with 
many deep promiſes and proteſtations, 
that he ſhould not be prejediced by it 
in the /ea/?; whereupon the Gentlemars 


freely told him , that he thought the Pope 
' tobe a greet Win, growing in the Nape 


of the Church's neck , which ſome foolſb 
people miſtook to be the head of it. This 
was a very bold, but withal a very dan- 
erous reſolution of the Queſtion, not- 
withſtanding all 7gagements paſſed for 
his ſecariry : ſince it 15 a Maxim amoneglt 
all of the Romiſh perſwaſion, 


Nullam fidem tenendam eſſe cum He- 


rYetIceis. 


That na Faith is to be kept with Here 
ticks. 


My laſt Advice in the point concern- 
ing Travelling into other Countries 
{hall be this; be ſure before thou viſit 
other Nations and Kingdoms, to acquaint 
thy ſelf well, with the knowledge of 
that in which thou haſt been bor» and 
bred ; for it will be a great ſhame, to be 
2 ns © inquiſutive 
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#nquiſitive into what 1s done abroad in- 
other Countries , and to be wholly igno- 
rant how things ſtand at home in thine 
own : for this were to do as the Lamiz, 
who carried their Eyes ſhut up in a Box, 
when they were at home, and put them 
into their Heads only , when they went 
abroad. 

XCVI. To conclude, be «ſefu! where 
thou doſt live , that thoſe who live a- 
bout, by, and with thee , may both wazxt 
and wiſh for thy preſence ſtill. Be rem- 
perate and ſober at thy Meals and Com- 
potations; and look to thy Mouth , for 
there commonly moſt diſeaſes enter ; and 
more graves are made with mens teeth 
than their hands, and the Kpife kills 
2ore than the Sword, When thou art 
invited to an extraordinary entertain- 
ment, that thou mayeſt not be tempted 
to exceed the bounds of temperance, and 
ſobriety , Carve or Diſcourſe ; he who 
 Carves 1s kind to two, he that Diſcourſes 
is kind to all, Scor» no man's love, 
though he be of never ſo meaz degree, 
that perſon deſerves to be bitten by 
that Dog whom he will not ffroak, 
when 
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when he kindly fawns upon him. Much 
leſs make any one though never ſo much 
below thy ſelf, juſtly on Enemy ; Te= 
membring that Fleas can bzte as well as 
Lions, and that Bees can ſting as well 
as Serpents, Pitch thy Behaviour low, 
thy Projedts high : Be humble to thy Su- 
periours , gentle to thine Equals, affable 
to thine 7zferiours , courteous to all. Be 
not /ight to follow every man's opintoy ; 
like a young Spaxzel , that queſts at eve- 
ry Bird that riſes before him : Etz7am 
ab errore facile diſcedere, levitatis eſt, 
ſaith Scaliger, to diſcede over eaſily, e- 
ven from an Errour , argues too much 
levity: yet would I not have thee per- 
wverſly obſtinate, in thy own courſes or 
opinions: it 1s the Charadter of a Fool 
to abhor i»ſtraftion ; hard Wax will ne- 
ver take any impreſſion, and Wiſdom 
will never commit Burglary, to break in 
upon thoſe who lock and bolt their 
doors azain## her ; though a Man caft 
an empty Bottle into the Ocean, yet if 


. . it be cloſe corkt , it will ſtill be but an 


empty Bottle. Amongſt all thoſe Trea- 
tifes which may leave thee Wiſer than 
they 
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they found thee, I commend to thy 
frequent reading the Proverbs of King 
Solomon, and his Eccleſiaſtes or the 
Preacher. Finally, (my Sen) ſerve, love, 
and fear God; to whoſe Grace, Mercy, 
and ProtefFion I leave thee, : And fo 
farewel, until we meet in, another
